FRENCH MAKEADDITIONAL GAINS 


LONDON, AUGUST 19.— (Associated Press Cable, 4:45 p. rn.)— French 


troops penetrated into the village of Le Hamelon, the hills west of the Oise 


and northwest of Ribecourt today, according to advices from the front. 


During the fighting today the French were on the aggressive but made 


come light headway against the determined German resistance between Las 


aigny and the Oiee. 


YANKS AID WOUNDED GERMANS 


tBy The W a r Ed itor of The Associated Press) 


Launching what may be described as an extensive local attack the 


French on Sunday evening broke through the German positions along the 


vital sector connecting the Marne and Picardy battle fields. 
This attack 


was over a front of about 10 miles from near Carlepont, east of the Oise, to 


Fontenoy, on the Aiene, about 6 miles west of Soiscons. 


It is officially reported that an advance of an average depth of one 


and one-third miles was made all along the front. 
A total of 1,700 prisoners 


is reported from Paris. 
It is reported from London th a t an extreme pene­ 


tration of two miles has been made. 


The villages of Nampcel and 
Nouvron-Vingre have been captured and 
the French have reached the southern edge of the ravine at Audignicourt. 
Since the situation along the Alane and Vesle rivers and in Picardy has 
seemed to be approaching a deadlock, indicating a return to the old trench 
w arfare of the first two years of the war, an attack in the sector between the 
Aisne and Oise has been expected. 
This line is vital to the German positions 
on each side of it. 
lf It should be broken the whole Germ an defensive system 


would be throw n out of joint. 
W hile the front over which the assault was launched is short compared 
w ith those of the Marne and Picardy drives, the success attained by the 
French appears to point to a possibility of Marshal Foch breaking the ene­ 
my’s resistance by a flank attack instead of a direct assault against the strong 
positions now held by the Germans between Soisaons and Rheims and be­ 


tween the Oise and the Ancre.

Captain Hurban has given 
to The Associated Press Ills story of 
the experiences of the Czecho slovaks 
from the time the arm y of escaped 
prisoners fought their way eastward 
from Ukrainia. 
"T he history of tho origin of our 
army, of its operation on the Russian 
front, and its march around the world 
to the French front will some day 
read like a fantastic romance, before 
which the imagination fades into the 
prosaic,” he said. 
"O ur Arm y in Russia was organiz­ 
ed from Czecho and Slovak prisoners 
of war under almost insurmountable 
difficulties. 
W e were 
cOroperating 
with the Russian Army, and since the 
summer of 1917 were practically the 
only army on the Russian front, ca­ 
pable of any m ilitary action in the 
proper sense o fthe word. 
In Ju ly, 
1917, during the first revolutionary of­ 


fensive under Kerensky it was only 


our army that really attacked and ad­ 


vance,] 
“ W hen the Bolshevik! Soviet Gov­ 
ernment signed the peace treaty at 
the beginning of March, our army, of 
about 50,000 men, was in 
Ckrainia, 
near Kiev'. 
The former 
I krainian 
Government, to escape tile Bolsheviks, 
threw themselves into the arms of the 
Germans and called for German help. 
W hen tho German and Austrian arm ­ 
ies bugan their advance into Ckrain­ 
ia. tho position of our array was al- 
mo&t desperate.
